In  this  way,  your  ability  and  experience 
will  become  highly  respected.

AN  early  Shorthorn  breeder  once  said,  "There  are  few  good 
judges — one  hundred  men  may  be  found  to  make  a  Prime 
Minister  to  one  fit  to  judge  of  the  real  merits  of  Shorthorns."  If 
this  were  true  in  the  early  days  what  of  the  present  with  its 
multiplicity  of  breeds,  strains  and  types?  Unfortunately,  there 
are  still  only  the  comparatively  few  who  can  pick  the  most  valu- 
able animals  of  even  one  breed.  Competent  judges  play  a  very 
important  part  in  furthering  breed  ideals  especially  in  the  show 
ring  and  the  influence  of  our  live  stock  shows  in  breed  improve- 
ment is  determined  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  ability  of  our 
judges. 

Stock  judging  teams,  like  football  teams,  come  and  go.  Year 
'30,  in  true  spirit,  sent  forth  a  team  to  battle  for  the  honour  and 
glory  of  their  Alma  Mater.  They  are  to  toe  congratulated  on 
their  success  and  so  are  the  classmates  who  remained  at  home 
to  be  commended  for  the  whole-hearted  and  unselfish  manner 
in  which  they  helped  to  make  the  team  work  to  hold  their  places.

At  Toronto,  O.A.C.  was  2nd  to 
her  sister  Canadian  college  of  Manitoba  by  a  small  margin.  A 
M.  Barr  was  tied  for  2nd  place  in  the  competition,  and  A.  V. 
Langton  stood  5th.  Vic.  also  brought  the  coveted  Stonehouse 
Memorial  Trophy  back  to  the  O.A.C.  Late  in  November  the 
O.A.C.  team  once  more  invaded  foreign  territory  to  engage  in 
the  final  judging  competition  of  the  year  at  the  International.

The  musicians  of  the  year  have  augmented  the  college 
orchestra,  besides  having  an   orchestra  of  their   own. 

The  social  activities  are  not  to  be  forgotten.  The  year  has 
had  several  enjoyable  parties.  Moreover,  Macdonald  Hall  is 
already  well  known  by  the  Freshmen.  Watson  Hall  also  has 
had  great  attractions  for  many.  Everyone  has  proclaimed  an 
enjoyable  time  in  both  classroom  and  ballroom. 

Year  '33  has  been  especially  fortunate  in  having  Professor 
Squirrel]  as  Honourary  President.  He  has  given  us  wise  counsel 
and  friendly  advice,  and  with  him  as  a  guide,  we,  as  a  class, 
should  be  a  success  equal  to  the  hopes  of  any  of  its  members. 
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J'JST  two  short  years  ago  an  unknown,  but  not  unnoticed, 
group  of  individuals,  took  up  their  abode  in  Johnston  Hall. 
They  were  the  material  which  was  later  to  raise  or  lower  the 
standards  set  by  past  classes.

The  inter-year 
games  were  a  source  of  pride  to  us,  and  although  we  were  not 
always  successful,  we  entered  into  the  competitions  with  whole- 
hearted interest  and  support. 

We  have  been  fortunate  indeed  to  have  in  our  midst  con- 
siderable musical  talent.     Not  only  is  our  year  orchestra  a  source 


of  pride,  but  our  musicians  also  form  the  nucleus  of  the  college 
orchestra.  Worthy  of  mention  also  is  our  debating  team,  which 
triumphed  in  the  Inter-Year  Debating  Contest,  the  first  time 
in  several  years  that  the  Sophomores  have  accomplished  this 
feat.  We  have  been  well  represented  in  the  various  plays  and 
operettas  staged  'by  the  Philharmonic  and  Literary  Societies. 
A  number  of  leading  roles  have  been  creditably  acted  by  members 
of  our  year. 

The  peak  of  our  social  activities  was  reached  when  the 
Hallowe'en  Dance  was  staged.  We  feel  that  our  efforts  were 
amply  rewarded  by  the  joviality  of  our  guests,  and  by  the  ex- 
ceedingly large  attendance.  Our  prisoners'  party,  year  banquet. 
and  various  other  activities  proved  sources  of  fun  and  enter- 
tainment.

RUGBY 


THE  rugby  season  of  1929  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
was  the  most  successful  for  many  years.  An  excellent 
coach  combined  with  determination  and  team  spirit  were  the 
elements  which  made. up  a  winning  team,  a  team  that  was 
ultimately  to  compete  in  the  Intermediate  Intercollegiate  Finals. 
During  the  year,  but  two  games  were  lost,  one  league  and 
one  exhibition  game.  The  Old  Boys  of  the  College  were  success- 
ful in  defeating  the  squad  in  the  annual  encounter,  while  the 
Royal  Military  College  won  the  final  game  of  the  season.     How- 


ever, previous  to  this  engagement.  O.A.C.  had  won  the  Western 
Ontario  group  of  the  Intermediate  Intercollegiate  Series.  In 
winning  the  group  honours  O.A.C.  disposed  of  Varsity,  Western 
and  McMaster  and  maintained  a  high  scoring  reputation 
throughout 

The  conduct  of  the  team  on  the  field  both  in  point  of  ability 
and  sportsmanship  was  of  the  highest  order  and  the  rugby  team 
of  1929  will  long  be  known  as  a  true  and  staunch  defender  of 
the  name  of  the  O.A.C. 


BOXING  AND  WRESTLING 


THE   1929-1930  Assault-at-Arms  team  has  brought  honour  to 
the  College,  fame  to  themselves  and  credit  to  their  coaches 
in  the  banner  year  of  this  sport  at  the  O.A.C. 

George  Rumpel,  the  wrestling  coach,  has  developed  three 
Ontario  champions,  and  Jack  Harding  has  turned  out  some  top- 
notch  boxers,  during  the  first  year  in  which  the  College  has 
fielded  a  complete  team. 

The  boxers  and  wrestlers  completed  a  double  schedule.  They 
had  a  very  successful  season  in  the  Central  Ontario  Amateur 
Boxing  and  Wrestling  League,  and  once  again  won  the  Champ-

aid  of  the  boxers. 

The  wrestlers,  entered  in  the  Ontario  Championships  held 
at  Kitchener,  won  the  "Team  Trophy"  for  the  club  winning  the 
highest  aggregate  of  points.  Mike  Chepesiuk,  Alex.  Watt  and 
Lome  LaPointe  fought  their  way  to  championship  honours  in 
the  191,  175  and  134  pound  classes  respectively. 

Their  performance  is  another  tribute  to  the  value  of  what 
the  best  type  of  coaching  can  produce.  It  is  a  great  credit  both 
to  George  Rumpel  and  to  the  O.A.C,  to  have  these  men  crowned 
as  the  leading  amateur  wrestlers  of  the  Province. 
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
